1* increasing daily. Thursday evening 
there was an especially large number 
in camp to see the detraining of the 
Second Infantry and to bear the land 
concert at division headquarter*. 
On 
Monday morning there will he a review 
of all the 
Regular* and m ilitia in 
camp. 
It will lie held on the parade 
ground immediately in front of d iv i­ 
sion headquarter*. 
There will he no 
maneuvers un Monday and no other 
*pecial ulster Vance of the day except 
the review. 
Active maneuver work starts on Sat 
urday and from that on. with Sundays 
aud holidays excepted, the country to 
the south and ea*t of Gettysburg will 
witness lively times with the mimic 
warfare to be waged. 
One of the unique features 
of the 
camp is a huge megaphone at division 
headquarter* through which the bugle 
call* for the entire camp will be given. 
The trumpeters in the 
various com ­ 
mand* will then repeat the bnglecall*.

Hughes, which was exerted to bring 
about the passage of the Cobb direct 
primary bill, tailed when the house 
voted the m easure down 
The former president, who was p*r 
suaded by Governor Hughes to take a 
hand in New York politics, urged the 
passage of the m easure in a telegram 
to Lloyd C. Griscom, but even he and 
bis two distinguished colleagues could 
not overcome the wishes of the up 
state Republican bosses. 
After defeating a motion to defer 
action until today, the house voted, 
80 to 62, against the bill. 
The bouse then adopted a resolution 
providing for sine die adjournm ent to­ 
day. 
The assembly was engaged through­ 
out the day in a spirited and acri­ 
monious debate aa th* btu, for the 
passage of which Governor Hughes 
convened the legislature in extra sea 
aion 
Opponents of the measure de­ 
clared that as the bill had been de­ 
feated at the regular session the gov­ 
ernor had overstepped the executive 
prerogative in reconvening the legis­ 
lature It was also asserted that the 
bill was unfair to New York city. 
Speaker W adsw orth and other lead­ 
ers of the opposition within the Re 
publican party to the enactm ent ot 
the bill announced that they would not 
be swayed by the declarations of ex 
President Roosevelt in Its favor 
It was not until the final roll had 
been taken on the motion to adopt the 
adverse report from the judiciary com 
mittee 
without the Griscom am end­ 
ments, that 
the 
extent of Colonel 
Roosevelt's influence was shown The 
opposition leaders 
who had counted 
upon more than ninety votes against 
the Cobb bill, frankly adm itted when

GOOD SLOPPING METHOD. 


One With Which the Swine Herder 
Will Realize Fine Result*. 
Large clover pastures are becoming 
more popular every year. and mao? 
farmers are using ten acre fields for 
this purpose, says a well known au­ 
thority on dairy matters. 
Under such 
a system large numbers of sows and 
pigs are turned in together. 
How to 
slop them satisfactorily is a problem 
that often confronts a farmer. 
As commonly done a man is about 
knocked over by the sows and pigs, 
and lite big greedy sows gobble the 
food down before the rest get a chance 
at it. 
Xiii* is neither pleasant for the 
feeder nor satisfactory to the hogs, 
except to the few lucky ones who cap­ 
ture most of the prize. 
Some way of 
slopping should be devised whereby 
the breeder will not be molested and 
whereby the big and small alike will 
get their share. 
One of the most satisfactory methods 
of slopping ever used or seen used 
calls for a space about one rod wide 
and two or three rods long, fenced off 
for this purpose. 
This is divided Into 
two parts, one division being used for 
the sows, the other for the small pigs. 
Each is fitted 
with a gate, which 
should swing easily and be large in or­ 
der that the hogs may pass through It 
In large numbers without too much 
crowding. Across the gateposts of tbs 
part the pigs are to use a board should 
be nailed high enough to let the pigs 
pass through, but uot high enough for 
the sows. 
With such an arrangement slopping 
can be easily and satisfactorily done. 
The feeder eau pass Into the lot, dose 
the gate aud fill the troughs without 
the sows scrambling all around him. 
lf necessary he can throw a few ears 
of corn to divert t heir attention while 
he gets Into the feed lot with the slop. 
When the trough is full the gate Is 
opened and the sows are let in togeth­ 
er. 
Under such clrcumatawe* both 
large aud small sows ought to get an 
equal chance ut the feed provided the 
trough Is of reasonable length, where­ 
as when tile slop Is turned in pailful 
by
